Night in u Submarine Distiuctiie*. of 
Supermirfuce Sounds. 

Jules Verne has been vindicated. Ilis 
ireain ship, which for generations has 
been voyaging under 20.000 leagues of 
imaginary water, has at last become 
a reality—a submarine fact. It has 
been demonstrated to the satisfaction 
of the I’liiteil States navy that Captain 
Nemo and his fabled Nautilus have 
been eclipsed, or, in nautical phrase, 
submerged by a modern submarine tor¬ 
pedo devil, the Fulton, which recently 
spent a comfortable night on the bot¬ 
tom of Narragansett Bay. 

On the night following the speed and 
firing tests, it was decided that the 
habitability test should be made by 
submerging the Fulton at the bottom 
of the hay. This was the first test 
ever made under naval supervision to 
determine whether men can live aboard 
a submarine bout under water as safe¬ 
ly as they could in a Newport villa. 
Cooking utensils as well as reading 
matter and other articles of comfort 
anil necessity were installed on the 
Fulton during the afternoon, and at 
10:43 that evening the boat was sunk, 
with nine men aboard. One of tlie first 
impressive features of the experience 
was the distinctness with which sound 
was conveyed to the party under wa¬ 
ter. In the small hours of tlie morn¬ 
ing the crew were awakened by near¬ 
ing wlnit was afterward explained to 
have been the Fall River liner Plym¬ 
outh touching at Newport en route 
from Fall River to Now York. 

Although the Plymouth did not pass 
within a mile of the submerged Fulton, 
several of the submerged party were 
awakened h.v hearing her ploughing 
through tlie water. Prior to retiring 
for tlie night the water-imprisoned 
company had an excellent meal, which 
was prepared on board, and after tlie 
boat was submerged. All the cooking

Curious ornament of Coins. 

The fruits of twenty-five years of 
labor and saving tire visible in a curi¬ 
ous vase made by Edward Rausch. 
The vase is over five feet high and 
thirty-two incites at its largest diam¬ 
eter. Its exterior, from top to bottom, 
is composed of coins, ancient and mod¬ 
ern, great and small, representing the 
money tokens of all peoples, which 
have been carefully made fast to a 
surface ol‘ copper. Some of the coins 
are extremely rare. Among them are 
crude bars, rings and holts which were 
once used as the medium of exchange 
by African and other savage tribes. 
Spanish coins of early date are seen in 
abundance, and some early Greek 
coins are there. Sicilian spoon money, 

! early Japanese bars and forks. Afri¬ 
can horseshoes, slid l money of sea- 
j coast savages, as well as the most 
modern coins, are to he seen. 

The value of tlie vase Mr. Rausch 
places at $75,000. its maker is a cor¬ 
nice-maker, and by birth a German. 
He says the vase is the only one of its 
kind in the world. He began to col¬ 
lect tlie coins in 1879, and, though not 
possessed of wealth and dependent for 
liis living on liis daily toil, lie collected 
so rapidly that lie soon conceived tlie 
idea of making tlie vase. He found, 
however, that what looked like an im¬ 
mense pile of coins when loose cov¬ 
ered only a small patch on the vase, 
and then he devoted liis life to finish¬ 
ing the article.—Philadelphia Record.

DEATH IN THE FIELDS. 

Some Poisonous Plant* in North Caro¬ 
lina Threaten Animals. 

Each recurring spring brings to the 
North Carolina Department of Agricul¬ 
ture specimens of plants which have 
poisoned animals or children. The last 
case of such poisoning occurred near 
Warsaw, a child having eaten as 
“spring greens” the bulbous roots of a 
plant locally called "stagger grass.” 
and which is botanically known as 
glabberlmus. This plant belongs to the 
colohieum tribe of the lily family, and 
is not a true grass, it bears large 


white flowers in June. Stagger grass 
Is a common native plant of wet mead¬ 
ows and savannas in the eastern part 
of the State, and is probably the cause 
of much sickness among grazing ani¬ 
mals in early spring. 

Other common and poisonous plants 
liable to be eaten by stock are the cali¬ 
co and wlcky lnurels (kalmia latifolia 
and k. angustifoiia). The leaves of the 
wild black cherry and those of the 
common buckeye are poisonous. The 
leaves and seeds of the jirnson weed 
are very poisonous. The flowers of the 
yellow jessamine and the larkspur are 
poisonous. The two sneeze weeds com¬ 
mon In that State are injurious to 
stock. The roots of the Indian poke 
Iveratrum viride), the Indian turnip 
(arisamae trlphyllum) and the common 
jtoke (phytolacca decandrnl arc all poi¬ 
sonous. The nightshades and sumachs 
are poisonous. The wild and garden 
spurges are poisonous to the skin of 
many persons. The water hemlock 
icii-iita mnctilata), a common weed, lias 
a very poisonous root which is often 
eaten by children under the impres¬ 
sion (hat it Is sassafras. 

For animals not much can be done 
lo way of remedy. A draft of warm 
melted lard poured down the Ihroat 
of the animal from a long necked bot¬ 
tle will generally relieve the pain, and 
in most cases when list'd soon after 
the off eel of Hie poison becomes visible 
will save the animal's life. In cases 
of children a prompt emetic should be 
the first thing. Sulphate of zinc, from 
twenty to thirty grains in a cupful of 
warm water, is effective, as is a ton- 
spoonful of mustard In a cupful of 
warm water. After the emetic has 
acted, give some sweet oil, cream or 
milk. If the patient becomes drowsy, 
give strong coffee In small, repented 
doses, and keep patient walking. 

Children should be taught to avoid 
eating strange plants, and stock should 
not he turned out too early when 
hunger forces them to eat plants they 
instinctively avoid at other times.— 
(Jerald McCarthy. Biologist N. C. Dept, 
of Agriculture.

Women and Work. 

HE census returns of the United States show 
very clearly that women are pressing forward 
more and more into professions and positions 
formerly held by men, and this in our opinion 
is an excellent, sign, although in some branches 
of labor there is an outcry against this usurpa¬ 
tion of what is termed man's prerogative. What 
women more particularly require is a training from an 
early age which will enable them to take their own part in 
the battle of life when through the death of those on whom 
they were dependent, or through misfortune, it becomes 
incumbent on them to provide for themselves. This early 
training is a matter which docs not appear to receive the 
attention and consideration that It ought, for how many 
women are there who can. for example, compute interest 
intelligently and accurately; how many are there who are 
even capable of managing their own affairs, or their own 
property, if they have any, with anything like business 
capacity? The education of woman is not complete unless 
she lias as part of her equipment a knowledge of at least 
the rudiments of business. Women who are blessed with 
a fair share of worldly goods need this knowledge hardly 
less than those who have to make their own way In the 
world, and who have not the protection and guardianship 
of husband and father, for such women can never he sure 
that they may not at any moment he carted up to earn their 
own livelihood.--How to Live.

It Is because a majority of the 
churches do not meet the demands of people 
now on earth for an outlet to their physical 
and mental activities. The congregation to 
! which the preacher propounded his query appears to real¬ 
ize this fact. It is erecting a house of worship which, 
when completed, will be furnished with a kitchen, dining 
room ami gymnasium for the boys. It will supply the 
craving for social and physical enjoyments while minis 
tering to the spiritual needs of its members. 

But tlie church which hopes to hold the young must go 
even further than this. It must compete with the school. 





Blow for Phonetic Spelling. 

HE cause of “spelling reform” has received a 
serious setback. The valorous and persistent 
champions of ‘‘phonetic’ orthography have re¬ 
ceived a blow from which they may not re¬ 
cover. 

When it came to a discussion of the propo¬ 
sition to make an appropriation of $2,000 a 
year for five years for missionary work in phonetic spelling 
before the directors of the National Educational Associa¬ 
tion at St. Louis, the distressing fact was revealed that 
none of the educators could remember the dozen words 
which the association had decided in 1808 must be "re¬ 
formed.” 

What progress can be made in spelling reform !f the 
great educators themselves cannot remember the words to 
be reformed? At the meeting in 1898 the national associa- 
tion recommended twelve orthographical reforms as fo; 
lows: Program, tho, thru, thoro, thoroly, altho, thorofare, 
decaiog, podagog, prolog, catalog and demagog. It now 
transpires that, notwithstanding the vigorous missionary 
work that has been done in behalf of these twelve "re¬ 
form” for six years past, the educators at St. Louis who 
were called upon to consider the question of extending the 
fight for spelling reform were forced to make the humilia¬ 
ting confession that they had not used the words and lienee 
could not recall them. 

Could anything be more thoroly exasperating; Tho 
these pedagogs have continued the agitation of spelling re¬ 
form thru six years they confess they have made no at¬ 
tempt to use the adopted words in private correspondence 
or In any other way. And so the great cause of phonetic 
spelling languishes—Chicago Record-Herald.
